The delegation was called to order by Oliver H. Hep- 
worth of Derry, who stated the purpose of the meeting 
to be for organization. 

It being determined that a quorum was present, the 
election of a Chairman was in order. 

Motions were made placing the names of Willard K. 
Tozier of Exeter and Harry H. Foote of Portsmouth in 
nomination. 

On count of ballots, Harry H. Foote was elected 
Chairman. 

Next in order was the election of Clerk. 

Motions placing the names of Charles F. Adams of 
Hampton and George N. Willey of Newmarket in nomi- 
nation. 

On count of ballots, George N. Willey was elected 
Clerk.

Thirty-nine members were present. 

At a luncheon prepared by Superintendent and Mrs. 
Hilton, at which were all the department heads, who, 
after the luncheon, told of the needs of their depart- 
ments, so the delegation would know as the amounts 
asked by each for the coming budget. 

Motion by Mr. Tozier: 


Be it Resolved that we, the representatives of the Rocking- 
ham County Delegation, each receive a copy of the County Com- 
missioner report, a copy of the requested Budget (so-called), and 
a copy of the Budget Committee’s recommendation for our study, 
and at some near date a meeting of our delegation be held in 
Concord for the purpose of taking action upon the same. 


Voted to adjourn, subject to call of the Chairman.

Concord, N. H., April 19, 1939 


Meeting called by Chairman Foote in Room One, 
State Armory, for the purpose of discussing the County 
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Budget as recommended by the budget committee. 
Forty-five members present. The County Commission- 
ers were also present. 

The budget being taken up in order, the section, 
General Government, Salaries of Commissioners, ap- 
proved as recommended by the committee; also b, ¢, d, 
e, f and g. 

Expenses of above officers, with b and ec as recom- 
mended by committee approved. 

Care and supplies for Court House at Portsmouth 
increased two hundred and fifty dollars ($250.00) to 
cover additional expense requested by the Judge. 

Exeter Court House remained the same as recom- 
mended by committee. | 

Superior Court as recommended. 

Public welfare brought about a lot of discussion, 
which ended by approving the committee recommenda- 
tion. 

Mr. Hepworth wished to be recorded as being in 
favor of the inmates still being fed as at present, and 
wasn’t in favor of cutting the recommended amount 
for the County Farm. 

County Hospital drew a lot of discussion, which 
ended by approving the recommendation. 

County Jail was approved by delegation, except the 
solitary cell recommendation, which was _ indefinitely 
postponed. 

Support of poor off Farm drew a lot of discussion. 

Motion by Mr. Corson of Derry, seconded by Mr. 
Burkhardt, to reduce the recommendation from $125,- 
000.00 to $80,000.00, failed to pass; item passed as rec- 
ommended by budget committee. 

Board and care of children was increased $4,000.00 
upon hearing that was the amount it would cost from 
the County Commissioners. 

County investigators drew a lot of discussion on mo- 
tion by Mr. Prescott to increase the pay to $125.00 a 
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month and five-cent-a-mile mileage, failed to pass, and 
the recommendation of the committee was voted. 

The County Commissioners said they had been pay- 
ing $125.00, so on motion by Mr. Hepworth an addi- 
tional $300.00 was voted to take care of amount already 
spent. 

Interest and special over-expenditure approved as 
recommended by budget committee. 

Indebtedness approved. 

Next, a motion to adjourn by Mr. Palfrey, seconded 
by Mr. Tozier, was lost. 

Motion by Mr. Prescott, seconded by Mr. Pennell, to 
consider outstanding indebtedness, after much discus- 
sion to pay off $20,000.00 in 1939 and $20,000.00 in 
1940, was carried by a vote of 20 to 7. 

On motion by Mr. Tozier, seconded by Mr. Keay, to 
increase the Farm Bureau (Extension Service) appro- 
priation from $5,500.00 to $7,171.00; after much discus- 
sion from both sides a roll call was asked and motion 
was carried for by a vote of 23 for, 9 against. 

Voting in favor on increase as follows: Stowe, Perr- 
son, Rand, Hepworth, Avery, Thomson, Tozier, Miller, 
Emerson, Adams, Creighton, Keay, Hoyt, Labranche, 
Knowles, Palmer, Marston, Quimby, Tucker, H. E. 
Smith, Currier, Jewell and D. Smith. 

Against increase: Havican, Pennell, Beede, Nesmith, 
Prescott, Foote, Canty, Cogan and Palfrey. 

Record Building as approved. 

Budget committee expense of $41.30 approved. 

Motion to adjourn and duly seconded; voted to ad- 
journ at 5.50.

Meeting called by Chairman Foote at the request of 
a petition signed by eleven members of the delegation, 
at Room 1, State Armory, at 2.15. Thirty-six members 
present. Havican, Perrson, Goodrich, Burbank, Corson, 
Hepworth, Avery, Pennell, Tozier, Miller, Adams, 
Creighton, Keay, Nesmith, D. R. Smith, Hoyt, La- 
branche, Willey, Prescott, Rowell, Palmer, Frederick- 
son, Reinhart, Foote, Gray, Marston, Yeaton, Palfrey, 
Burkhardt, Liberson, Quimby, Tucker, H. E. Smith, 
Currier, Jewell, Butterfield, Knowles, to reconsider all 
items under public welfare. After much discussion the 
first item, County Farm, was left as recommended and 
approved at last meeting. 
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Next came the County Hospital on which Mr. Bur- 
bank moved it be reduced from $25,000 to $23,000, 
seconded by Mr. Liberson. A roll call was demanded 
with the following result: Eight voting to reduce, Bur- 
bank, Corson, Reinhart, Gray, Marston, Palfrey, Burk- 
hart and Liberson. 

Twenty-six voting to leave at $25,000, Havican, 
Perrson, Goodrich, Hepworth, Avery, Pennell, Tozier, 
Miller, Creighton, Keay, Nesmith, D. Smith, Hoyt, La- 
branche, Prescott, Rowell, Palmer, Frederickson, Foote, 
Yeaton, Quimby, Tucker, Currier, H. E. Smith, Adams 
and Jewell. 

Next matter support of poor off Farm. 

Motion by Mr. Liberson, seconded by Mr. Burbank, 
to cut from $125,000 to $115,000 for both 1939-1940. 
Roll call demanded. Vote as follows: Against, Havican, 
Perrson, Goodrich, Burbank, Corson and Hepworth. At 
this point the motion was withdrawn. 

The rest of the items under public welfare was then 
moved by Mr. Burbank and duly seconded to be left as 
approved by last meeting. Motion carried. 

On the next items of interest and etc., on motion 
by Mr. Pennell for the chairman of budget committee to 
ascertain from County Commissioners amount neces- 
sary to raise due to payment of $20,000 which would re- 
duce the amount already fixed for 1940, seconded by 
Mr. Keay. Motion carried. 

Motion by Mr. Pennell duly seconded. It is moved 
that the County Commissioners be requested to prepare 
monthly and to mail to each member of the County 
Delegation a statement of the expenditures month by 
month as compared with the budget—the report to be 
itemized to the extent as shown in the budget aD GEO 
by the County Delegation. Motion carried. 

Motion by Mr. Palmer that the balance of the bud- 
get be kept as approved by the delegation at its last 
meeting, duly seconded. 
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Amended by Dan Smith that $1356.00 be raised 
for adult recreation, seconded by H. E. Smith. 

Further amended by Mr. Foote that the sum raised 
be $500, seconded by Mr. Keay. 

Mr. Knowles acting chairman. 

The amendment of Mr. Foote was accepted and the 
amendment of Dan Smith was withdrawn. 

The main question and its amendment was then 
called for and duly carried. 

A motion by Mr. Prescott that a committee of five 
be appointed to visit the County Farm three or four 
times a year unknown to the Superintendent and an 
appropriation of $60 a year be set aside to pay the 
members, received no action, a quorum not being 
present. 

Motion to adjourn, subject to call of the chairman 
at 4.15.

Motion by Mr. Prescott that a co-operating commit- 
tee of five be appointed by the chairman, to visit the 
County farm once every three months, a new commit- 
tee to be appointed every three months, to inspect the 
working of the farm and make suggestions to the Com- 
missioners in regards to improvements, so as to keep 
it running as the delegation feels is right, to be paid 
five cents a mile to the Farm. The sum not to be more 
than $35 in 1939 or $70 in 1940. 
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Motion by Mr. Reinhart and duly seconded, a com- 
mittee of three be appointed to duly draw the above 
resolution. Wednesday, June 7, motion carried. Mr.

WHEREAS: 

The members of this County Delegation, believing 
that it is for the best interests of the people of Rock- 
ingham County that they shall co-operate more fully 
with the County Commissioners by keeping in touch 
with the affairs of this County during their term of 
office, and especially that part which has to do with the 
County Farm and Mitchell Memorial Hospital located 
at Brentwood, 
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WE DO HEREBY RESOLVE: 


1. That the chairman of the County delegation is 
authorized to appoint a committee of five (5) mem- 
bers, not more than one of whom shall be from any 
one town or ward of any municipality; that the term 
of the first committee appointed shall be from the 
present time until August 31, 1939; then under like 
conditions another committee of different members 
shall be appointed to serve from September 1 to Octo- 
ber 31, and from November 1 to December 31, 1939, 
and during the year 1940; and under like conditions a 
committee of different members shall be appointed at 
the beginning of each two months until the expiration 
of the year. Each member appointed shall, as soon as 
possible after receiving such appointment, notify the 
Chairman of his acceptance or his inability to serve on 
the committee to which he has been assigned, so that 
the Chairman may name another member in case he 
cannot serve. 

2. Duties of the Committees.. At some time dur- 
ing their term as assigned to them and by mutual 
agreement as to date, the committee shall visit the in- 
stitutions at Brentwood, and as representatives of the 
County Delegation inspect the various departments and 
make such notes as to conditions they find, as they may 
consider necessary, and also listen to any suggestions 
from the officials in charge as to any needs or improve- 
ments that they may consider beneficial to the service 
in these institutions. A written report of the findings 
of said committee, with any recommendations which 
they may see fit to make, shall, as soon as convenient 
thereafter, be sent or handed to the County Commis- 
sioners with a copy of such recommendations to each 
commissioner. _Two other copies of this report shall 
also be prepared, one to be sent to the Chairman of 
the County Delegation and the other to the Secretary 
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of said Delegation, to be placed on file by them, for any 
future reference or information of succeeding commit- 
tees. 

3. Hxapense of Operation. Any member of the 
various committees shall be entitled to a recompense 
of five (5) cents per mile for actual mileage covered 
in discharge of his duties, and the expense of postage 
and writing material used by the various committees 
and by the Chairman and Secretary of the Delegation 
shall also be considered legitimate expense in the dis- 
charge of this duty. 

4. Consent of Judge of the Superior Court. To 
comply fully with the law, if this resolution is adopted 
by the County Delegation, the Chairman of this Dele- 
gation is authorized to obtain the consent of the Judge 
of the Superior Court to the action taken by this Dele- 
gation. , 

5. Copies to be Sent to County Commissioners. On 
the adoption of this resolution, a copy of said -resolu- 
tion shall be sent to each of the County Commissioners, 
so that they may be fully informed as to the action 
taken by the County Delegation. 

6. Takes Effect. This resolution shall take effect 
upon its passage, or as soon thereafter as legal consent 
is granted by the Judge of the Superior Court.

Commissioners’ Report 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Rockingham 
County, herewith, present the annual report of the 
County Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of 
the County Farm, Superintendent of Mitchell Memorial 
Hospital, Clerk of Superior Court, County Solicitor, 
Sheriff, Farm Chaplain, Farm Physician and Auditors 
for the year ending December 31, 1939. 

The efficient service and the co-operative spirit of 
Superintendent George W. Hilton and Matron Dorothy 
Hilton have been of very great value to us during the 
past year. The Farm is being operated in a manner 
highly satisfactory to the Commissioners. 

The Infirmary has been very efficiently cared for by 
Mrs. Gertrude L. Simpson, R.N., and the medical needs 
of all the inmates have been very well provided for by 
Dr. Fred Fernald. 

With regret we announce the resignation of Miss 
Doris E. Whitman, R.N., as Superintendent of the 
Mitchell Memorial Hospital, who gained for the Mitchell 
Memorial Hospital, in its second year of operation, ap- 
proval by the American College of Surgeons. 

However, we feel we were fortunate in securing to 
replace her, the services of Miss Elin M. Nelson, R.N., 
under whose supervision the same high standard is 
being maintained. 

On August lst our second year of operation of the 
Mitchell Memorial Hospital was completed. On this 
date, County Investigator George E. Frame of Exeter 
was appointed Business Administrator to properly 
classify admissions, pursue collections, care for purchas- 
ing and generally coordinate and perfect all the busi- 
ness factors of the hospital. His complete success in 
this direction leaves us deeply appreciative of the high 
type of efficiency he has demonstrated. 
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In releasing the Superintendent from these duties, 
the position of Operating Room Supervisor was elim- 
inated, those duties being transferred to the Superin- 
tendent, thus reducing the payroll. 

By the employment of Dr. Edwin B. McLean of 
Portsmouth as full-time Medical Director and by a very 
fortunate arrangement made with two surgeons, both 
members of the American College of Surgeons, Dr. Law- 
rence R. Hazzard and Dr. Lester R. Whittaker of Ports- 
mouth, costs of medical and surgical service to the 
County and to the Towns were very appreciably de- 
creased, and will be in continuance through the coming 
year. 

We have always been faced with the housing prob- 
lem for the personnel and during the year rooms have 
been made available on the third floor for the Superin- 
tendent, Record Librarian, Laboratory Technician and 
an emergency room for the doctors. 

In the basement an office for Dr. McLean and a 
record room for the Record Librarian have been built. 

In the past the food supplies for the patients have 
been drawn from the County Farm store room and in 
order to have better control of these supplies, a store 
house has also been constructed at the Hospital. 

By moving the office on the first floor to what was 
the reception room, space has been made available for 
four additional beds. A large reception room is now lo- 
cated in the basement in the space formerly occupied 
by the ambulance. 

The matter of placing actual costs at this Hospital 
is extremely difficult because of the fact that its heat, 
light, laundry and telephone service is obtained through 
the County Farm and its entire personnel and all its 
patients are fed by the County Farm. This compels 
us to reach as accurate an estimate as possible, then 
making this charge upon the Hospital and crediting 
same to the Farm. 
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Hospitalization of all direct relief cases has this 
year been paid from direct relief funds to the Mitchell 
Memorial Hospital. This expenditure, plus payments 
for doctor’s services prior to the present arrangements, 
have caused an overrun on direct relief appropriations. 

However, by this procedure, coupled with the pres- 
ent arrangement with the House Physician and Sur- 
geons, the hospitalization and treatment of County and 
Town relief cases is made available at costs substan- 
tially less than available elsewhere. 

Direct relief continues to be our major problem. 
Changes in the Relief Law, effective June Ist, 1938, 
whereby, all chronic cases (those having had five years 
assistance from any town or city) become our obliga- 
tion, are constantly increasing our relief expenses. 
These are averaging one hundred families per year. As 
this burden shifts from Towns to County, the relief 
burdens of the Towns decrease proportionately. 

The financial condition of the county is sound, as 
evidenced by the fact that borrowings have been made 
at the lowest rate in the history of the County. The net 
debt of the County has been decreased. $4,680.14. 

To all those in the employ of the County, officials of 
the Towns, the City of Portsmouth, to all the Physicians 
and Surgeons who have so generously contributed 
their services at the Mitchell Memorial Hospital, to 
Clubs and organizations and all who have aided in the 
administration of County affairs and have kindly con- 
tributed to the welfare and happiness of the inmates of 
the institution, we are sincerely grateful.

In addition -to the foregoing matters in Superior 
Court, the Solicitor, at the requests of the Sheriff’s 
office, State Police or local police, has made forty-two 
appearances in the various Municipal Courts of the 
County. These cases consisted in part of non-support 
complaints, motor vehicle violations, and offenses be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the Municipal Courts. 

During the past year, the presence of slot machines 
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in certain sections of the County was brought to our 
attention. Raids conducted by the Sheriff resulted in 
the seizing of some forty such machines which will be 
confiscated and the money found therein turned over to 
the County Treasurer. Six other slot machines were 
seized by Chief Harkness of Hampton and the offenders 
prosecuted by the Solicitor. 

A large horse betting establishment was raided and 
the equipment seized and confiscated. The proprietors 
were arrested and convicted. 

In addition to the criminal work, advice has been 
given from time to time to the various County officers 
and welfare agencies. | 

I wish to commend Sheriff Frink and his Deputies, 
and express my appreciation for their co-operation in 
the discharge of our respective duties. It has also been 
a pleasure to work with the police of the various towns 
and other town officials, the State Police and welfare 
agencies. I have received from them every courtesy 
and co-operation. 

_ I wish to express my appreciation to the citizens of 
the county for the opportunity of serving them as So- 
licitor and have endeavored to discharge the duties of 
the office in accordance with the requirements of the 
law.

Sheriff’s Report 


To the Commissioners for the County of Rockingham: 


Gentlemen: I hereby submit my report as Sheriff for 
the year ending December 31, 1939. I wish to thank 
at this time all those throughout the State and County 
who have helped in any way to render assistance to 
this department. We are proud of the fact that again 
this department has been able to keep within its ap- 
propriation, although this was cut by your County 
Delegation somewhat at the time when they made up 
the budget. I wish to particularly thank Major Ralph 
Caswell and Lieutenant Cleveland Percey of the State 
Police for their fine co-operation and assistance during 
the past year. 

In accordance with the custom of other law enforce- 
ment departments throughout the State, we have this 
last year purchased for the Jail a Police Radio. This 
was paid for from the yearly appropriation for 1939, and 
we had an unexpended balance on hand December 31, 
1939 of $66.03. Seven of my deputies and myself have 
installed, at our own expense radios in our cars, where- 
by at all times we can be immediately contacted through 
the medium of the broadcasting station at Concord. 

I am very proud of the fact that I had one of the 
few County departments that kept within its appropri- 
ation, and the only other department that I had any- 
thing to do with was Superior Court, which only ex- 
ceeded its appropriation by $1,036.72, and when you 
come to consider, it is the first time within ten years 
that Superior Court has not had an additional appropri- 
ation of $5,000.00 when the County had a murder trial 
on its hands. The Sprague murder trial cost very 
nearly $5,000.00, which really brings our expenditures 
two to three thousand dollars less than they have been 
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for Superior Court anytime within the last ten years 
whenever we have had a murder trial. 

I wish at this time to publicly thank the Commis- 
sioners, County Solicitor Stephen M. Wheeler and Pro- 
bation Officer Philip Caswell for their fine co-operation 
and assistance. 

I also wish to pay tribute to the late Henry Cheallis 
of Plaistow. His work as a law enforcement officer 
and Chief of Police in his community was always most 
courteous and efficient. To his family our department 
extends our sincere sympathy. 

Again, as in the past, I wish to state that our de- 
partment is always ready and willing to render the best 
possible service for the protection of those within our 
County. A large percentage of the cases indicted at 
the last two terms of Superior Court by our Grand 
Juries were brought in by the Sheriff’s department. 
This bears out in our County, as well as in the larger 
cities, that crime can best be investigated by plain- 
clothes men. Please feel free to call on my department 
at any time, and as is said in New York State, “When 
in trouble other than motor vehicle accidents, call the 
Sheriff,” and I will see you receive prompt, courteous 
service and a thorough investigation. 

I submit to the Citizens of the County a list of the 
Deputies, the report of the County Jail at Portsmouth 
and a summary of the offenses for which the persons 
were committed to the Jail.

Superintendent’s Report 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 


We hereby submit to you our annual report for the 
year ending December 31, 1939. 

During the past year we have made a number of 
repairs and improvements, the most conspicious one 
being the painting of the Farm buildings from the old 
red to white. This was made possible by a special 
appropriation by the Delegation, and labor from sur- 
rounding towns was provided by the County Commis- 
sioners. 

Next in importance, the resetting of the boilers be- 
came necessary, due to the failure of the middle fire 
wall. This emergency was met by importing two port- 
able boilers. Adequate steam was maintained so that 
no particular hardship was placed on the institution, 
in spite of the repair work being done in mid-winter. 
In following up this job, an automatic damper regula- 
tor was installed, and a new steam main put in, con- 
necting the Farm buildings. 

Because of the need for more room to house the 
Farm equipment, the old hennery was remodeled into 
an open-front carriage shed, with a stone-faced retain- 
ing wall, providing adequate space for driving in and 
out with the machinery. At the same time, one end 
of this building was partitioned off and two bull pens, 
each with safety breeding pens, were built. This re- 
lieves a very dangerous hazard, in that the bulls do 
not have to be handled at all when needed for service. 

A slaughter house was built by partitioning off one 
end of the tool house and laying a cement floor. This 
relieves the unsightly and unsanitary condition which 
existed in using the front of the straw barn for this 
purpose. 
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With the addition of sliding doors, it was possible 
to convert the basement of the horse barn into garage 
space for the tractor and trucks. 

In spite of the dry season, we feel that the crops 
did very well. We had a good crop of potatoes, along 
with the small vegetables. The asparagus bed was en- 
larged, and a new rhubarb bed set out. The pastures 
took the greatest set back from the drought. 

It is certainly a pleasure to have had the various 
groups which were appointed by the Delegation come to 
visit with us. We feel that it will enable the members 
of the County Delegation to better familiarize them- 
selves with the institution and its needs, and will be a 
distinct advantage to them in voting on appropriations 
for the Farm. 

We wish to express to the County Commissioners 
our appreciation for their valuable support and co-oper- 
ation during the past year; to the Staff, Dr. Fernald 
and Rev. Wallace Boardman, our sincere gratitude for 
their faithful co-operation; and to all organizations, so- 
cial agencies and friends, who have so greatly helped 
in bringing good will and cheer to the inmates.

Chaplain’s Report 


The Sunday services have been conducted twice a 
month, as usual.
